and Angouleſme, Viſcount of Vernon, Andely, and - Giſors, 
Lord of the Chatellenies of Coignac and Merpins ; To all Kings, 
Princes, Common-wealths, Communities, and to all other Bodies, 
and private Perſons, preſent and to come, be it known, All the 
Powers of Europe finding themſelves almoſt ruined on account
